A Startling Story.

NEw YORK, June 19.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing: Au intelligent young man called at 
the Times office last night and made a state- 
ment in which he declares that Charles Me- 
Donald, one of the men liberated on habeas 
corpus by Judge Andrews on Monday, was 


one ot a trio who tried to induce him to take a 
letter to Dr. Cronin from the West Shore Rail- 
road station in Chicago, on the evening of 
April 13, just three weeks before Cronin was 
murdered. Carl F. Nordlander is the young 
man's name. He is of Swedish nationality 
and a watchmaker by trade. He said: 

I had been at work in a watch factory at 
Rockford, III., and a friend in New York wrote 
me there was a situation for me at the New 
York Standard Watch Co, in Jersey City. I 
gave up my place and started for New York. I 
left Rockford April 13, at 10 a. m., and arrived 
in Chicago by the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad at 2 p.m. Iwentfrom the Chicago 
& Northwestern Station to the office of the 
Swedish- American, where I remained untill 5 
o’clock. I had been the correspondent of the 
Swedish-American while in Rockford. After 
leaving their office and attending to some 
other matters I wen? to the office of Martinsen 
& Co., whereI bought an emigrant ticket on 
the West Shore road for New York and paid 
$17 forit. The clerk sent me to the Dearborn 
Street Station in a carriage. I arrived a$7:30 
o’clock; just as I was getting out of the car- 
riage a man who was standing with two 
others close by stepped up and said: 
‘Where are you going?’ I said I wes 
going to New York. He handed me 
letter, which I took, and he asked me if I 
would deliver it, it was a white envelope, 
addressed ‘Patrick Cronin, Esq.’ The num- 
ber I dont remember. I said I had not time. 
He said: ‘When do you leave?’ I said ‘8 
o’clock.” He said: ‘You can just as well 
take a later train.’ I said: ‘No, I have 
an emigrant ticket and must leave on 
this train; my ticket is only good for 
that train. Heasked me how much I paid 
for my ticketand Itold him. He said: I' 
give you $17 for your * — and pay your ex- 
penses over night and give 12 something for 
your trouble besides.’ then I thought he was a 
swindler and wanted to beat me out of m 
money, andigave him back his letter an 
said I would not deliver it.

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Telegraphing From a Mowiug Train. 


RALEIGH, N. C., June 19.—A practical test 
of the new system of telegraphing from mov- 
ing trains was made here yesterday by a party 
of expert telegraphers. The inventor is Rev. 


Bayless Cade of this — who has been work 
ing twelve years to achieve success. The sys- 
tem is very simple. Three wires are fastened 
to cleats on one side of the track, these cleats 
being attached to the sleeper. To one side of 
the car was securely fastened a frame, from 
the base of which light zinc plates were at- 
tached. These were thin, but broad, and 
rested Maney upon the wires. To the wires 
was attached atelegraph instrument at the 
station, while another instrument inthe car 
was connected with the frame carrying the 
zinc plates. The train was driven at a speed 
of pn oe Row miles an hour. There was not 
the slightest hitch in any of the work, and 
whether the train ran fast or slow there was 
no difference.

LUCKY SHIPS, 


The Tramp Steamer Orsino Runs Close toa 
Big Iceberg. 


New York, June 19.—The lucky German 
Lloyd steamship Saale is probably not the 
only craft that shoved an iron prow into an 
iceberg on June 11. A crystal line fleet of 
these ship destroyers seem to have been 
drifting northeasterly on that day shlong the 
current of the Gulf stream right in the path 
of adventurous navigators who risk the 


higher latitudes to shorten their voyage 
hither from European ports. It may be re- 
called that the Saale slid over the footof a 
tall berg on Tuesday, June 11, at 11:30 o’ clock 
in the evening, in lat, 42:54; long. 40:54. 
Four hours before this the tramp sfeamship 
Orsino, which arrived yesterday from Med- 
iterranean ports, passed in latitude 43.15, 
longitude 47.38, aboutone hundred miles to 
the northeast of the scene of the Saale’s ad- 
venture,a berg as big around astwo city 
blocks and 150 feet out of water. Capt. Evans 
did not seethe glittering leviathian until it 
was nearly two miles astern. It was con- 
cealed behind an impenetrable vell of fog 
when it pasged onthe starboard. He con- 
jectured that hewas atone time within 
a mile of it as was of 
wintry coldness. He was aware that 
he was in the neighborhood of ice 
several hours before he saw the big berg and 
he ordered the Orsino to be run at quarter 
speed. A dark spot on the berg attracted his 
notice. He took along look at it through his 
giass and observed with some surprise that 
that the dark spot appeared to be black paint 
scraped from the side or bow ofa steamship. 
There was an indentation on the berg that 
looked very much like the imprint of a ves- 
sel’s bow. There was no wreckage in the 
neighborhood of the berg. Capt. Evans 
thought it very likely that a ship had run into 
the berg. That does not necessarily mean 
that the ship went down. She may have been 
atramp, which, like all vessels of her class, 
ran great risks to makea quick, economical 
passage. Capt. Evans declaresthat he will 
never again attempt to shorten histrips at 
this season by going above the forty-second 


degree of latitude. 

It is unusual;’’ he added, ‘‘to find big 
bergs so fardown. Ihave passed them be- 
fore, but not so close. They are generally 
seen three or four degrees further north. I 
was fearful during the intermittent fogs of 
* into a hidden mountain of ice.’’ 

The big berg that Capt. Evans saw could 
not have been the one the Saale ran against. 
Capt. Evans passed his berg at 7:30 o’clock on 
the evening of Tuesday, June 11, four hours 
before the Saale collided with her berg. It 
was floating northeasterly with the Gulf 
Stream.

The St. Louis Subway Co. is practically the 
National Subway Co. which last February 
obtained a franchise to lay conduits in the 
streets for carrying wires under the streets. 
The Conduit Co. and the Sutter Lighting Co.

junction. It is to provide for a pos- 
sible contingency that they have put 
in the ordinance to supply gas and lay gus 
Pipes, arguing that as they are tearing up the 
streets and making excavations all over the 
city, they might as well put down gas pipes 
at the same time, with a view to supplying the 
gas themselves, or making arrangements 


with some gas company or other and going in 
onthething with them. By this plan the 
electric light company has a weapon to fight 
the gas companies with and the conduit com- 
y has a very promising source of revenue. 
he three companies will run along together, 
the electric light, the conduit and the gas, 
and, according to the assertion of Mr. Morti- 
mer Taylor, the legal adviser and representa- 
tive of the three, they hope svon to have 
them all in operation. 


Inspector of City Lighting. 

Last night the House of Delegates passed a 
bill authorizing the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, with the approval of 
the Mayor, toappoint an Inspector of City 


Lighting and his necessary assistants. This 
bill was introduced some time ago 
and was followed shortly after by another 
creating the same office but giving the ap- 
pointive power to the Mayor and the approval 
of the 4 —— to the City Council. 
However, the second ordinance got lost in the 
shuffle and the one giving Col. Flad the ap- 
pointive power went ane ae In all prob-

Flad waiting until the amount was fixed 
before he took any action in the mat 
ter. The estimates will be finished 
in a few days and returned with the plans to 
President Flad when they will be submitted to 
those Interested.

THE FIGHT ON GAMBLING. 


A LEGAL POINT DISCOVERED BY POLICE 
COMMISSIONER OVERALL. 


The Break in Justice Spaulding’s Chain Re- 
paired—Attitude of the Police Board Re- 
garding the Faro Banks Now in Opera- 
tion in St. Louis—Some of the Probabili- 
ties of the War. 


The Police Board at the meeting yesterday 
discussed in an informal way the gambling 
cases and the Cave replevin proceedings. 
Singleton Cave’s gambling den was raided 
about the middle of May, all his gambling 
devices were seized and players ar- 
rested, He is now fighting in the 
Court of Criminal Correction to save himself 
from the Penitentiary, being charged with the 
commission ofa felony in setting up and main- 
taining a gambling deviee, etc. Not content 
to rest until this case was settled before be- 
ginning proceedings for the recovery 
of his gambling tools, Cave secured 
possession by writ of replevin of the 
gambling tools seized by the police. In the 
final hearing of the case before the Justice of 
the Peace (Spaulding) who issued the writ, 
judgment was given Cave for possession of the 
tools and 1 cent damages against the Chief of 
Police, Chief of Detectives and Captain of 
the policemen who made the raid. 

The Police Board had instructed its officers 
to refuse to deliver possession of the seized 
property, because the members believed that 
the gambler had no legal right to them. Since 
that time the Justice has given possession to 
the gambler, and the board must now appeal 
to — Otrouſt Court to have its position main- 
tained. 

Cave now has the tools and is using them in 
his gambling houue, though under the law as 
Vice President of the Police Board John H. 
Overall construes it, the tools are forfeit and 
should be destroyed under his direction. Mr. 
Overall yesterday informed his associates on 
the board that he was more fixed than ever in 
his belief that the tools were forfeit. Since 
Saturday when Spaulding decided the 
Cave case he had examined the 
law, and found something which had been 
quite overlooked. There was on the statute 
book prior to 1874 a law providingfor the 
issuance of a warrant by the acting President 
of the Police Board when be shall have 
knowledge or information that a game is in 
operation, under which the gambling de- 
vices could be seized by the officer into 
whose hands the warrant was 
cution.

The Supreme Court decided in 
1874 that this law was unconstitutional in that 
the owner of the seized goods did not have his

GOV. BEAVER AT JOHNSTOWN, 


Seven Bodies Reeovered To-Day—Rain In- 
terferes With the Work. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 19.—It has been rain- 
ing here at intervals since early morning, 
and the day is dark, damp and intensely disa- 
greeable. Little has been done out of the 
usual routine yet to-day. Work at the gorge 
is being pushed vigorougly, and blasts are 
more frequent than on any previous day. In 
and around general headquarters and at the 
camp of the Fourteenth Regiment active pre- 
parat ions are in progress for the reception of 
Gen. Beaver and his flood commission who 
are expected here some time to-day, although 
no one at headquarters has any definite 
knowledge of the intentions of the Governor, 
or in fact, that he is coming at all. 

Seven bodies had been recovered to-day up 
to 1 o’clock, all of them women. None of 
them were recognized, however, and there 
were no means of identification. All the re- 
mains were inan advanced state of decom- 
position. Dr. Benjamin Lee, executive officer 
of tue State Board of Health, issued 
health bulletin No. 5 this morning, the 
first bulletin since the Iath inst. It treats of 
the sanitary condition of Johnstown and sur- 
rounding boroughs, which he reports as ex- 
cellent in view of existing circumstances. Dr. 
Lee reports a gradual improvement in the 
health of the boroughs. Coopersdaie is some- 

inaccessible owing to highwater 
Conemaugh and there are 
cases 0 stomach troubies 
consequence of poor food, There 
have been no cases of contagious disease at 
the general hospital, but one fatal case of 
diphtheria at the Red Cross Hospital and one 
other case. Among the soldiers there gis not 
a single hospital case. Measles are di- 
minishing. Gov. Beaver and the flood com- 
mission arrived here quite unexpectedly 
shortly before noon, accompanied by Gen. 
Hastings, and made a tour of the devasted dis- 
trict on horseback, dining afterward at head- 
uarters. They nave not heid a formal con- 
erence as yet, but the Philadelphia members 
of the commission express themselves as 
satisfied now that the press reports of the dis- 
aster were not exaggerated, and that the 
people of Johnstown are entitied to substan- 
tial relief from the State.

The duties of a National Committeeman 
require but a few days of his time in each 
madrennial period, and are not arduous.

Such a trust is a testimonial of popular 
confidence complimentary to any man, 
because it implies a popular belief that he 
will unselfishly and loyally represent the 
rank and file of the partyin his State, 
scorning to be the hired tool of any candi- 
date or clique, or to use his position for 
any private ends whatever. 

There is no reason why the tax-payers

FOR MISSOURIANS WHO WANT 10 GO 
ABROAD FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 


The Four Places at the Head of the Con- 
gressional Consular Slate Given te Citi- 
zens of Other States—Mr. Bain’s Defeat 
—Preparing to Oust Recorder of Voters 
Williams. 


* 
IN the ranks of the 
| Missouri candidates 
for consulships a 
feeling of great un- 
easiness has pre- 
valled since the de- 
feat of George Bain, 
who asked the ap- 
polntment to Glas- 
gow. It was well 
known that Mr. 
- Bain had probably 
stronger indorsements than any candidate 
whose application is on file in the State De- 
partment at Washington. He was united on by 
the four Republican Congressmen, indorsed 
by a number of business men throughout 
Missouri, was favorably regarded by Messrs. 
Henderson and Kerens, and his selection was 
made the special request of the Millers’ 
Association. Since the failure of this 
candidacy the applicants for foreign 
appointments have been in despair. 
The explanation will somewhat relieve the 
distress of the Missourians. It comes from an 
intimate friend of the President, who went to 
the White House some time ago in the interest 
| of Mr. Bain. The President listened to the 
qualifications of Mr. Bain and in reply said in 
substance: ‘‘I would be pleased to grant the 
request, but can not do so. I have been 
prominent in politics for many years, and all 
that time have had a friend who is very 
anxious to go to Glasgow. Itried to get him 
the place, but falled. When I was elected 
United States Senator I felt assured that I 
would have sufficient influence to se- 
cure his nomination, but I failed. 
I think I have enough influence with this Ad- 
ministration to secure the piace for this gen- 
tleman who has wanted to gq to Glasgow for 

twelve years. 

If this is the true explanation of Mr. Bain‘s 
defeat it will leave room for hope for the 
other Missouri candidates. 

So far, the congressional combination has 
had no success with its consular slate, which 
was submitted to the President several 
months ago, but from which he has not yet 
made a single selection.

Recorder Williams’ Place. 


The Governor has signed the bill in which 
was embodied, atthe close of the session of 
the last Legislature, a provision vacating the 
office of the Recorder of Voters of the city of 


St. Louis. The scheme emanated from a 
party in the Senete and was passed 
through the General Assembly in the rush of 
the last days of the session. Earlier in the 
session an amendent having in view this same 
urpose was exposed and defeated in the 
ouse. The new law increases the salary 
from §2,500 to $3,000 per annum, and 
authorizes the Governor to appoint 
the officer.

There seems to be an inclination on the part 
of the two fighting railroad companies, the 
St. Louis Transfer Railway Co. and the 8t. 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Ran- 
way Co., to agree, judging from an 
action taken by both parties this 
morning in Judge Fisher’s court. April 23 
last, the Transfer Company filed a petition for 
injunction against the Merchants Terminaland 
a temporary injunction was granted that day. 
The Transfer Company gave bond in the sum 
of $10,000. They claimed that the Merchants’ 
Terminal intended tearing up the Transfer 
tracks and roadway and otherwise 
interfering with the management of 
the road. The Merchants’ Termine 


people replied, a month later, saying they bad 
no such intention and the case was set for 
June 18. This morning the parties on both 
sides appeared in courtand filed the follow- 
ing stipulation dissolving the injunction: 

‘It is hereby stipulated and agreed by and 
between the parties plaintiff and defendans 
in the above entitled cause, as follows: 

1. That upon the filing ot this stipula-. 
tion the temporary injunction heretofore 
granted in said eause is to be dissolved and 
said cause dismissed at the cost of plaintiff. 

2. ‘*That in consideration thereof the 
said defendant shall waive and does hereby 
waive and abandon all claim for damages upon 
the injunction bond given by plaintiff and for 
any and ail damages whatsoever to which said 
deitendant or any other — gee claiming under 
it may or might be entitied to by reason of the 
institution of said suit, or of any order made 
or proceeding had herein.

FACTS ABOUT BABIES. 


Akin to the Lower Animals When the First 
Consciousness Appears. 


From the Boston Herald, 

In the course of a lecture delived in New 
York the other day a distinguished female 
physic2an said that the inability ofa baby to 
hold up its head was not due to the weakness 
of the neck, but to the lack of development of 
its will power. The act at standing was in- 
stinctive and iniative, wa@ile facial expression 
and gesture were due almost wholly to imita- 


tion. 

A baby’s smile, she said,wasthe most mis- 
understood thing in infaney. A real smile 
must have an idea behind it, which is so often 
seen on a very young baby’s face, was with- 
eut an idea and was due to the easy condition 
of the stomach or to some other physical 
satisfaction. The smile witb an idea does not 
appear earlier than the fourth week. 80, too, 
with the crying ofababy. The contortion of 
the features is due to physical causes. A baby 
sheds no teers, because the lacorymal glands 
are not developed for several weeks after 
birth. The chief pleasure of all children is to 
change from one condition to another by their 
own efforts. Thisisthe beginning of the de- 
velopment of the will power, and is often at- 
tested in what has been called the‘‘imperative 
intention of tears. This is not disclosed un- 
til after the second or third month. 

A baby tests everything by its mouth, its 
sense of taste being the surest and most re- 
liable guide it has. The attention of all young 
children is difficult to attractand they must 
attain considerable age before they begin to 
notice. Then colors and sounds are most po- 
tential. Fear has been known to be mani- 
tested by ababy only three weeks old, and, in 
all cases, the sensation is produced by sound 
more than by sight. Children of luxurious 
and carefully . homes are almost 
wholly without fear, but the children of r 
and exposed parents always manifest it. Jeal- 
ousy and sympathy begin to mahifest them- 
selves inthe second year. Curiosity also be- 
gins to develop here and proves to be a self- 
feeder throughout childhood. A little later the 
ego begins toappear, andthe baby has the 
first consciousness of itself. The ego first ap- 
pears as a muscular sense, and the infant 
gradually learns to distinguish itself from sur- 
rounding objects. It is first the hand that is 
distinguished, and then the foot, and finally 
dy. Memory does not appear de- 
fore the child is2 years ofage. All the rea- 
soning of children is primitive and elemen- 
tary and devélops slowly. Darwin noticed an 
association of ideas in the mind ot his child 
when it was only five months ofage. The lec- 
turer related experiences of babies with the 
first view of mirrors, and showed thet their 
actions under the new conditions were simil 
to those of anthropoid apes and dogs under 
like conditions.

John F. Donovan the Heaviest Gainer by 
the Victory of Belmont’s Gelding—His- 
tory of Raceland, Who Was Once 
Bought bya St. Louis Man for $220—A 
Lucky Loss of a Cow. 


The Suburban handicap, the greatest of all 
American races, has been run and won. It 
was captured by August Belmont’s 4-year-old 
colt Raceland, who is certainly the fastest 
horse in America to-day, and rsobably 
the fastest in the world. Thirty -nousand 
people witnessed the race at Sheepshead Bay, 
and money was wagered on it from one end of 
the land to theother. Outof the immense 
number of nominations there were nine 
starters, but among them were some of the 
speediest horses that ever stepped upon the 
track. Raceland was the favorite, with Terra

B., Eurus, Elkwood, Volunteer II. and Brian 
Boru were the other starters. One mile and a

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THE MILLE LAC OUTBREAK 


THE DANGER OF A CHIPPEWA RISING M- 
MENSELY EXAGGERATED. 


An Old Resident of Minnesota Gives an Aoc- 


count of the Recent Troubles—Nothing 
More Than a Personal Quarrel Between 
Two Men—The Chippewas Invariably 
Friendly. 


66 HE situation in the Mille 


Lac region as regards the 
Chippewa outbreak,’’ said 
E. G. Hillman, of Wanen, 
Minn., who is at the Lindell, 
**has been very much mis- 
represented, and if uncon- 
tradicted is likely to do the 
State of Minnesota a great 
deal of damage. Sensational 
reports have been sent out, 
and spread broadcast over 
the country, stating that an 


Indian outbreak was imminent and was only 
checked by the prompt appearance of the mili- 
tary atthe reservation. Asa matter of fact, 
there is not now, and never was, the smallest 
danger of a war against the settlers by the 
Chippewas, and the scare was utterly without 
cause. ä 


THE MILLE LAO TROUBLE. 
have been a resident of Minnesota since 


1857, when the white men were numbered by 
the hundreds, 
raids was ever present with those of us who 
occupied isolated farms. 


and when the fear of Indian 


Iknow the Indians 
very well indeed, and can say without danger 
of successful contradiction that not 
only did we never have any 
to dread the Chippewas, but that 
in the early days they formed our best defense 
against Indlan raids. Since the settlement ot 
the territory this tribe has been an ally of the 
whites, and there has never been a thought 
of war against the settlers. This view of the 


question was presented to Gov. Merriam by 


Gen. Sibley, who was the first American resi- 
dent of Minnesota and knows more about 
these Indians than anyone else. The Gov- 
ernor was convinced that there was no 


danger, but the pressure on him from the 
Scandinavian farmers was so strong that he 
felt obliged to call for assistance from the 
United States troops. This was strongly op- 
posed, as it was maintained that it would give 
an importance to the alleged outbreak which 
it by no means merited, and bring the State 
into disrepute. But the pressure on the Gov- 
ernor was very strong, hundreds of families 
abandoned their farms and sought the cities, 
and probably the only way to persuade them 
togo back was by sending troops to Mille 
THE CHIPPEWAS ALWAYS FRIENDLY. 

As every old settler knows, investigation 
has developed the fact that there never was 
the slightest chance of an outbreak. You 
might as well talk of one ward of a city at- 
tacking another as of the Chippewas makin 
war on the whites. Of course, individua 
quarrels between Indians and whites are 
likely to occur, as they are between one white 
man and another. Only one man was Killed, 
and that was the result of a personal quar- 
rel. Not a week passes in St. Paul 
without a similar occurrence. I saw several 
men who were acquainted with the nature of 
the difficulty, and they all said that it arose 
from adrunken white man endeavoring to in- 
trude upon the premises of a drunken Indian. 
A large number of the Chippewas were assem- 
bied at Mille Lac, and had been drinking to 
excess fora week or two. But this is a 
state of affairs by vo means unknown 
in more civilized communities, and had no 
unusual significance. As soon as the troops 
appeared quiet prevailed, and not one iota of 
evidence has been obtained tending to show 
that there was the slightest danger of a raid. 

CAUSE OF THE PANIC. 

»The terrible outbreak of 1862, in which 
over one thousand settlers were murdered, is 
responsible for the great excitement which a 
drunken guarrel between an Indian and a 
white man gave rise to. The Scandinavians 
had heard of the raid which swept 
the State at that time and dreaded 
its repetition. We who were residents 
of Minnesota at that date know that nota 
single Chippewa took part in the war,but that 
they formed astrong element inthe militia 
raised to put down the hostiles and were 
especially valuabie as scouts. The hostiles 
were without a slugle exception Sioux, a tribe 
not nearly as far advanced in civilization as 
the — 1 — and which had from time im- 
memorial been the deadliest enemy of the 
ye ay te | nation. The latter, alone Decne 
of this hostility, have all aion n the 
firmest allles of the settlers, and 
anything like a war between taem and the 
whites has never been known. But the Swed- 
ish and Norwegian ers ed all 
Indians as alike, and their ca terror 
was the reason of the late panic. As far as

THE STATE INSPECTION BILL. 


Gov, Francis in Conference With the sia 
ponents of the Measure. 


As the limit for Gov. Francis to take some 
action on the State warehouse and grain in- 
spection bill draws to a close the speculation 
as to what bis action will be increases.

In response to an- inquiry, how- 
ever, he said he knew nothing of auy commit- 
tee meeting, and thatit was not the execu- 
tive’s place to notify a committee when it 
could meet him. If the committee de- 
sired to make any argument he would 
be at Jefferson City, and would meet 
thein any day. Neither did he 
fee! like saying when he would take action on 
the bill, and he did not think it was the 
228 thing for bim to hear argument here. 

e had the committee s written remonstrance, 
and as he had not had time to give it any 
consideration he had putit in his pocket to 
read it on the train between Jefferson City and 
this city. 

Capt. H. C. Haarstick, who is Chairman of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Committee on Re- 
monstrance, Was also seen, but he knew 
nothing of the Governor's presence or any 
meeting or conference to be held. Later, how- 
ever, he met the Governor, and calling in Mr. 

A. Cox, President of the Exchange, they 
proceeded to the private room of the Board 
of Directors room, where they remained in 
close conference for over an hour. When the 
conference ended Gov. Francis repeated his 
assertion that he had nothing todo with fix- 
ag 2 See for hearing. the committee, and 
with that abruptly ended all — at on- 
versation on the subject.

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IMPROVEMENTS AND REALTY SALES ON 
M’PHERSON AVENUE AND AUBERT PLACE. 


High Figures for Easton Avenue Property— 
Taking Measures to Abate a Nuisance— 
Home Building in the West End—Auc- 
tions to Come and One Postponed In- 
definitely. 


It would appear from the frequent sales of 
McPherson avenue lots that the prediction 
that the street would out-rival its aristocratic 
neighbor—Lindell avenue—as an elegant res- 
idence thoroughfare is ina fair way to be 
realized in the near future. Several fine resi- 
dences are under way or in contemplation, 
and there is every reason to believe that the 
80-foot street will be graded between 
now and fall. When this has been 
accomplished the low places will have been 
filled up, and the crown of the hill at Taylor 
avenue, very much the highest anywhere 
around there, cut down nine feet.

This ie only an indication of the 
character of the residences with which the 
avenue is going to be improved, when it will 
be one of the handsomest streets in the city. 
Not far from where Mr. Nicholis is going to 
build E. H. Ponath lately finished a splendid 
ten- room house which itis reported that he 
has sold with 50 feet of ground for $12,000. 

AUBERT PLACE IMPROVEMENTS. 

The real estate operator and builder, D. B. 
Brennan, perfected an $8,500 cash sale to-day 
of the property numbered 4013 Bell avenue, 
which he has so handsomely improved. The 
premises embrace 88x147 feet of ground with a 
ten-room Queen Anne dwelling,splendidly fin- 
ished throughout in hard wood. It was pur- 
chased for a home place by Wm. Sippl. 

Mr. Brennan owns a great deal of vacant 
property in Aubert place, a section for which 
he has already done a great deal in the way of 
improvements, both of a public 
and individual character, and now that 
he has sold his Bellavenue dwelling his next 
enterprise will be the building of nine stone- 
front dwellings on Bayard avenue in Aubert 
place. Plaus for these houses are all ready, 
and he says that he will break ground for the 
foundations this week. He intends construct- 
ing these dwellings on the eust side of Bayard 
avenue, just north of Fountain Park, one 
block north of the Narrow Gauge and two 
blocks or a little more south of the 
Easton avenue cable line.

THE ST. PAUL’S BIG MORTGAGE, 


Demoralization of Western Freight Rates 
—Kegulating Passenger Fares. 


CHICAGO, June 19.—A morning paper says: 
The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Co. has made to the United States Trust Co. 
of New York a mortgage for $150,000,000. This 
mortgage is for the purpose of taking up all 
other indebtedness of the road at a lower rate 
of interest and to lay additional double tracks 
and make other improvements necessary. It 
gives the whole property as security. It is 
believed that the funding of its bonded in- 
debtedness at a lower rate of interest will 
place the company in a much better financial 


condition. The particulars ofthe new deal 
have not yet come to hand and it can, there- 
tore, not be stated at this time how much the 
interest account of the company has been re- 
duced by the newdeal. President Miller has 
been in New York for the last two or three 
weeks perfecting the details of the ar- 
rangement. 


Demoralization of Freight Rates. 


CHICAdo, III., June 19.—The demoralization 
of freight rates has extended as far west as 
Marshalltown, Io.,,and south to the northern 
boundary of Missouri. The St, Paul & Kansas 


City road was the first to apply the 28-cent 
first-class rate to Marshalltown, but the 
Rock Island quickly followed with reductions 
to Ottumwa and Oskaloosa. This compelled 
the Burlington to reduce its rates and 
the result was that rates all over the eastern 
half of Iowa dropped yesterday to the war 
basis of 28 cents, st-class. These rates, of 
course, only apply on through business from 
the East, but owing to the fact that rates from 
Chicago are still held disproportionately high, 

as compared with through rates, Chicago 
shipments amount to comparatively noth- 
ing. The reduction of about 50 per 
cent in rates to Marshalltown will, it is 
thought, affect Des Moines, and later Missouri 
River rates. The disintegration of rates is 
proceeding very rapidly in spite of the efforts 
of the roads to confine the cut to a small ter- 
ritory as possibie. A few days age o only busi-

WATKINS’ PREDICTIONS. 


HE HAS AUTHORITY TO GIVE SPECIAL 
PROPHESIES ON ST. LOUIS WEATHER. 


Sergt. Hammond Was Asked to Do So But 
Pleaded Unfamiliarity With Peculiari- 
ties of the Local Weather— Watkins Takes 
His Forecasts From the General Map-— 
Preparations at the Dispensary For Sun- 
strokes—To-Day’s Readings. 


HE cold perspiration 

bespangied the brow 

of every person who 

ventured out ofthe 

house to-day. At 

noon the mercury, 

which had been 

. climbing steadily 

all morning, made 

aleap for life and 

landed above 90. 

At 6 o’clock this 

morning the ther- 

mometer at the top 

of the Custom- 

house registered 70 

and the mercury 

began to rise steadily. At120’clock it was 82, 

and ten minutes later registered 89. The ba- 

rometer was at 29.88 and the wind from the 
southwest. 

When Sergt. 
forecast he said: 

‘*You will have to secure the predictions 
from Lieut. Watkins.’’ 

How is that?“ 

By order of the chief signal officer he is the 
one from whom all forecasts must now be ob- 
tained. Recently Chief Signal Service Officer 
A. W. Greeley sent out an order that hereafter 
such signal service officers as were competent 
should make special local predictions. Here 
isa copy ofthe order. You can read it for 
yourseif.’’ 

The order was quite lengthy. 
it was as follows: 

„The Chief Signal Officer believes that the 
data collected by the Signal Service furnishes 
a basis on which to make forecasts for the 
various elements of weather, that would be 
much more satisfactory to the local interests 
if the aeductions drawn from the data now 
tabulated and mapped could be clearly 
placed before the public. The gen- 
eral forecasts ag telegraphed from the 
central office must necessarily be brief, and 
are now confined to a simple statement of 
what is likely to oecur over the greater part of 
an extensive area of country, neglecting nec- 
essarily local peculiarities of climate. There 
is no way in which the degree of certainty 
properly attached to the forecast can be con- 
veyed in the brief message now sent. It has 
been shown tnat no higher degree of accuracy 
than 20 percent can be obtained in giving a

competent, to make local forecasts of the 
weather for the immediate vicinity of their 
stations. These forecasts will only be made 
by such oflicers, non-commissioned officers 
and privates as are specifically named, and 
under no circumstances will the authority 
herein given be delegated to another person. 

For the present the forecasts or prognosti- 
cations will be confined to an expression of an 
opinion as to whether or not precipitation 
will occur during the twenty-four hours.’ 

At the same time that I received that or- 
der, which was a general order,’’ continued 
Sergt. Hammond when the reporter had fin- 
ished reading the copy ofthe recent instruc- 
tions furnished him, “Ialso received a com- 
munication from headquarters asking me if I 
considered myself competent to make pre- 
dictions for St. Louis. replied that I did not 
consider that I was sufficiently acquainted 
with the peculiarities of the local climate to 
venture positive predictions, and I tecelived 
areply from Signal Officer Jas, Mitchell that 
for the present, therefore, such predic- 
tions would be made by Lieut. Watkins. 
You can see him across the hall. The re- 
porter sought the Lieutenant, and when that 
— re f was found and the question pro- 
pounded to him, what kind of weather the 

eople of St. Louis might look for this even- 

ng, instead of delivering a dissertation 

upon the elements as was ex- 
pected, he simply led the inquisitor 
to the map which is made up from the reports 
sent out from Washington, and indicated the 
following brief forecast: 

‘*Missourl—Light rain; cooler.“ 

There is an injunction’ in Chief Officer Gree- 
ly’s general order that no prediction be made 
when the observer is in any doubt as to his 
ability to make an accurate forecast, but the 
idea that Lieut. Watkins refrained from giv- 
ing original prognostications because he was 
not certain that he would make an accurate 
forecast on account of the existing conditions 
was dispelied by his observation: 

ou will Aud the map there whenever 
vou come in. 

Lieut. Watkins evidently does not propose 
to put his reputation further in fooparay by 
giying tips on anything so uncertain as the 
weather.

List or POPLAR. 


Mine Blocks of Ratls That Have Caused 
* More Trouble Than Any Piece of Road 
im the Country—Some Narrow Escapes 
From Terrible Accidents—A Remedy Pro- 
posed Which Will Avail Nothing. 


HE accident that oc- 
curred at the curvé on 
the Poplar street 
track, Monday of 
last week, was only 
one of many that 
have happened 
along this little strip 
of rail connecting 
the Iron Mountain 
11 tracks on the Levee 
) 155 witn the Union Do- 
pot. It is only nine 
blocks from the 
Levee to Eighth street, where the track enters 
the Union Depot yards, yet that nine 
blocks of rail, stretched across the 
busy thoroughfares that lead from 
South St. Louis into the heart of the 
city, is responsible for many casualties. 
The curve where the road turns west into 
Poplar street is necessarily too sharp for 
satety when trains are run at sufficient speed 
to carry them up the Poplar street grade, and 
fivetrains have been derailed there during 
the past two years. All were in-coming 
trains, out-going trains on the down-grade 
being able to run Blow enough to prevent 
danger. 

In the accident of last week, when a pas- 
enger train left the rails at the curve and 
ploughed into the walls of the Bridge & Beach 
foundry, Engineer Diemert and Switchman 
Gerhardt were killed and several others were 
severely injured. 

A LONG LI8T. 

On May 17 of this year a freight train left the 
track at the same place, smashing a freight 
car, demolishing a lamp-post and running 
into a coal office, but fortunately injured no 
one. 

March 12, 1887, an engine and one car went 
off of the curve at a tangent, at noon, and de- 
molished a switchman’s shanty. 

April 9, 1857, a train of empty freight car 


left the track at the same place, and three Cars, 
were totally wrecked. 

June 7, 1887, a freight car in a train going 
west jumped the rails and demolished a tele- 
graph pole, but did no other damage. 

Another accident attributable to the sharp 
curve at this point occurred January 10, 1887, 
when a freight train which had just rounded 
it, going south, collided with a light engine 
coming out of the switch, Both engines were 
badly damaged, and James West, one of the 
engineers, was slightly injured. 

An accident that nearly proved fatal oc- 
curred at another point on the track in the 
early morning of March 30, 1887, when a 
freight train backing east on Poplar from the 
yards left the track between Seventh and 
Eighth streets, colliding with the watch- 
house on the corner of Sev- 
enth and demolishing it. Watchman 
Wm. Cummings narrowly escaped with his 
life. The train was stopped by a telegraph 
pole on the sidewalk. ad the accident oc- 
curred in the daytime, when travel is heavy 
on Seventh street, the results might have 
been more serious. 

February 4, 1887, a coal train going east 
struck a transfer wagon driven by Tom Hana- 
gan, breaking the wagon and dragging the 
team from between Second and Third streets 
to Main. The cars were shoved off the track 
and ran into a vacant house at 123 Poplar. 

April 12, 1887, a passenger train ran into the 
buggy of Vick Michgeys in front of Nieder- 
holdt’s saloon, 214 Poplar. In the excite- 
ment of stopping the train Ed Flemming was 
thrown from the platform ofa coach, break- 
ing his right leg. 

April 19, 1887, while Robert Oanfield was un- 
loading iron from his ety tw on Poplar, be- 
tween second and Third, a freight train came 
along from the West. His horses became 
unmanagable and the engine struck the 
ee breaking the axle and badly injuring 

m. 

May 20, 1887, a waiter named McLean, or 
McLeese, was run over by a passenger train at 
Seventh and Poplar. Both his legs were 
broken and he was said to be fatally injured. 

August 16, 1887, a street-car loaded with peo- 
ple going south on Seventh, a steep down- 
grade, could not be stopped by the driver and 
struck the lowered gates, breaking them. The 
engineer of the approaching train managed to 
reverse his engine in time to avert an acci- 
dent, however. 

September 80, 1887, an engine struck a spring 
wagon ofthe Cleveland Co-operative Stove 
Co. at Third and Poplar. . 

October 18, 1887, abuggy owned by Chris 
Schawacker was run into by a locomotive at 
Sixth and Poplar. The buggy was demolished, 
but the driver and horse escaped. 

December 8, 1887, astake wagon driven by 
Pat Sheehan was smashed while crossing Pop- 
lar at Seventh by a passenger train. One pas- 
acnger coach was damaged. 

December 6, 1887, a carriage driven by Henry 
Fletcher was struck bya detached railroad 
car at Eighth and Poplar. The buggy was 
broken to pieces and the car injured. 

December 21, 1887, a street car on the 
Broadway line narrowly 1 being struck 
by a train at Seventh and Poplar. The passen- 

rs became frightened and jumped from the 
car. Josephine Eicheimer, a woman 60 
years of age, fell on the track in front of the 
engine. Her life was saved by Officer Dugge, 
who grabbed her by the hair and pulled her 
from her perilous position. 

January 7, 1888, an nown man alipped on 
the crossing at Second and Poplar and was 
struck by the engine — gg passing train: His 
injuries were only sligh 

A LONG LIST FOR TWO Ans. 

The eighteen casuaities mentioned above 
have all occurred during the past two years, 
and in each case the life of oneor more 

rsons was seriously endangered. Some of 
hé escapes were almost miraculous. How 
many accidents there have been since the 
road was first built, it is impossible to say, 
but an estimate may be formed from this 
showing, and the statement that the Poplar 

‘ gtreettrack has been ‘‘stained with blood 
from end to end’’ is probably no exaggera- 


on. 
From the cases cited it will be seen that the 
crossings are as dangerous to pedestrians and 
persons in vehicles as is the curve to railway 
passengers and trainmen, and this danger 
will not be averted even if the plan to bring 
trains in from Carondelet to Union Depot over 
the St. Louis, Oak Hill & Oarondelet track is 
carried out, for thé intention is, in that case, 
touse the Poplar street track for ewitching 
„ which will, if anything, make the 
crossings more dangerous than at present.

A UNION FREIGHT DEPOT, 


THE BURLINGTON WILL SUBSCRIBE HEAV- 
ILY TO THE EAST END MOVEMENT. 


It Will Also Occupy the Upper Story of the 
Proposed Depot for Office Purposes—Of- 
fers to Erect Modern and Substantial 
Buildings in the River District—Progress 


Already Made. 

HE meeting of East 
! End property hold- 
ers, with the Bern- 
heimer Committee 
at the Mercantile 
Club to-morrow at 
8p. m., will, it is 
éxpected, result in 
taking the final 
steps for a regular - 
ly incorporated or- 
ganization to carry 
0 out the work of re ; 
.*£ viving the river 
district commer- 
. : Gially. This in- 
corporation, Mr. Richard Ennis said this 
morning, will havea capital stock of $1,000,- 
000 to $2,000,000, probably the latter. Its initial 
work will be the erection of a union freight 
depot. The stock will be subscribed by the 
people interested in the property in the river 
district, and itis expected thatthe subscrip- 
tion will run considerably Over 
the amount necessary. The émeeting 
to be held to-morrow will also be attended by 
representatives of the different railroads en- 
tering the city and by those of the Merchants’ 
Bridge enterprises. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, Mr. Ennis said, has shown a great 
deal of interest in the movement, and will co- 
operate with the Kast End Association to the 
extent of subscribing to $200,000 of the capital 
stock and renting the upper floor of the pro- 
posed building for office purpdses. This will 
be in addition to the large depot which the 
Burlington itself purposes to erect at Franklin 
avenue and Second street. The Burlington 
has made a great many friends in the district 

by assuming this position, and as its

the full valueit will be to the city is becom- 
ing more evident, A part of these plans, as has 
just been ansgounced, isthe proposed con- 
struction ofanew bridge across the Missouri 
River this side of St. Charles, which will give 
railroads now entering through the Mill Creek 
Valley ah entrance from the north and 
terminals onthe riverfront. This, with the 
fact thatit will take sufficient stockin a 
union freight depot to rénder the carrying out 
of that enterprise practically certain, is in- 
spiring a great deal of faith in the future of 
the entire district, and so Mr. Ennis says, is 
holding a great many merchants in their pres - 
ent locations where, otherwise, they would 
make arrangements to move. He also said

A FLOOD IN ST. LOUIS. 


THE RAIN OF YESTERDAY RAISES RIVER 
DES PERES TO FLOOD HEIGHT. 


A Remarkable Difference Between the Fall 
in the City and in the Country—Effect ef 
the Classico Stream’s Overflow In 
Tramps’ Roost at Clifton Heights—The 
Water Falling. 


IVER DES PERES, 
that classi¢.stream | 
got out ofits banks 
yesterday, and

5 There is & pecu- 
liar fact about the flood, which might be the 
textforan attack upon the signal service. 
The rain gauge of the signal office is on the 
roof of the Custom-house, on the north side. 
On its measurements depend the report of 
rain-fall in the section of country surround- 
ing St.Louis. Yesterday afternoon, this gauge 
showed, one-tenth of an inch of rain fell. Yet 
the River des Peres rose five feet in one hour, 
a feat it never accomplished before for less 
than a full inch of rain. For a short time 
during the afternoon rain fell heavily and 
rapidly in the city; in Forest Park, and to the 
northwestward the fall was remarkably beavy 
for overtwo hours. A farmer living 

NORTHWEST OF FOREST PARK 
says he never saw such & rain in his life. 
Hie corn field has a slight incline toward a 
gully which runs down to the River des Peres 
and yet yesterday the water accumulated on 
this field so rapidly that the lower portions of 
the stalks were submerged. The fleld seemed 
to be ashallow lake. Not over twelve acres 
lie above this field and drain on to it. 
The rain began to fall at about 2:90 o’clock, 
There had been a great deal of thunder and a 


few very vivid flashes of lightning. The sky 
was covered with black clouds and there was 
some wind. Tbe rain fell slowly at first, but 
increased rap am | in speed and quantity until 
the downpour became terrific. The littie 
ditch known as the River des Peres 
showed the effect of the rain 
quickiy. The water in the mornin 
had been flowing slighty. just wee enoug 
to hide the bottom, and In color a light yel- 
low. The wash of the clay banks as the sur- 
plas rainfall began to pour into it soon 
changed the color to an opaque white; the 
speed of the current increased with the deep- 
ening of the water, and whirlpools made by 
the collision of the current with obstructions 
began appearing on the surface.
